Peace When There Is No Peace 
The startling part of Vi.scount Ha lifa x’s 
speech to the Royal Institute of Interna­ 
tional Affairs was, of course, the one that 
made the headlines. It was the defiant 
passag e about how the British were ready 
to fig ht, on the sea, in the air, and on land. 
And that, of course, is the part which be­ 
long ed in the headlines. The unfortunate 
part of it is that probably mo.st people 
read no farther. 
If Halifax, the British 
foreig n secretary, had done nothing more 
than 10 shout a loud defiance at Germany, 
his speech would have been no more than 
another of those “ You da ssent!” and “ I 
dast too!“ s which have passed for diplo­ 
macy :n Europe’s recent years. 
But he did g o farther. Down in the part 
of the speech which most people probably 
did not read, Halifax indicated the way 
out for Europe and the w^oiid. 
Peoples 
who feel that they need “ lebensraum,” 
or living room, should seek it by breaking 
down barriers of isolation and ill-feelinr, 
rather than by physical conquest. Then 
and then only then, can the whole world 
profit by the immense 
benefits 
which 
science has broug ht within reach. 


A New One 
Everybody is for traffic safety. Every­ 
one ag rees that the personal liberty of 
drivers must be compromised for the sake 
of the safety of others. 


But like all these compromises between 
the rig hts of one and the rig hts of all, 
there must be some point where reason 
marks off a dividing line. 


That line must be 
somewhere 
pretty 
close to a new German reg ulation pro­ 
mulg ated by Gen. Kurt Dalueg e, chief of 
German police, who has ruled that no one 
may smoke while driving . 
Apparently Germany has not yet bred 
the omnipotent sort of American 
auto 
driver who can drive, smoke, listen to the 
radio, neck a pretty g irl, and read the 
shaving -cream advertisements, all at the 
same time. This is a peculiarly American 
prtduct, not yet developed, it would seem, 
in Hitlerland.

This is the story of a man and 
of an American institution, as ty p i­ 
cally American as the Fourth of 
July celebration today or as the 
skep tic from Missouri who had to 
be shown. 
The man is 6 7 -y ear-old Charles 
W. Gorrell, and the institution is 
the breeding of trotting and p ac­ 
ing 
horses—the 
only 
standard 
horse variety develop ed in this 
country . 
Charlie Gorrell has sp ent his 
life with trotting horses, he has 
bred them, raced them, ridden 
them and used them on the farm. 
And looking back he’s glad he did 
it. For he’s help ed a little to make 
the trotting horse a better, faster 
breed than it was when he started. 
Vetera n Ho rsema n 
Mr. Gorrell, who lives at 2103 
South Limit avenue, sp ends most 
of his time out at the State Fair 
barns these day s exercising and 
conditioning his horses. He enter­ 
ed a horse at the first state fair 
here, in 1900, and he p lans to en­ 
ter the races this y ear, but his 
main interest now is more in 
breeding than in racing. For he 
thinks that, desp ite this machine 
age, the future of the harness 


¡ horse is almost unlimited, mainly 
: because of its adap tability .

When the word “trotter” 
o r 


j “p acer” is mentioned, most p eop le 
think of a high-step p ing, tem p era­ 
mental animal whirling a rubber- 
tired sulky around a track. But the 
trotting horse is not bred exclusi­ 
vely for racing, Mr. Gorrell say s, 
and this is why he believes in the 
; breed.

“If y ou don't w ant to race a 
trotting horse,'’ he say s, “y ou can 
take him out on the farm and p ut 
him in front of a p low. He’ll be just 
as good there. Or y ou can use him 
for a riding horse.” The trotting 
horse is the equine jack-of-all- 
trades, according to Mr. Gorrell. 
Reco rd Brea kers Sta r 
Desp ite its variety of uses, the 
trotting horse who breaks track 
records has alway s been the one 
veteran harness horse men rem em ­ 
ber. He’s the p amp ered p rima 
donna of the family . 
And although Mr. Gorrell has 
bred many trotting horses that 
ne \e r saw a track, the ones he 
remembers best are two he bred 
I and raced himself.

TRIC^LY a dark horse for the Republican nomination, but a 
rather promising one all things considered, is Congressman 
Bruce Barton of New York.

His newspaper and magazine writings, of course, helped to 
spread his fame.

Usually it attacks o lder 
peo ple rather than yo ung ones but 
there is no age exempt fro m this 
disease. 
Mo st cases of erysipelas of the 
face are kno wn to be started by 
icratching the no strils and the 
nasal passages with the fingernail. 
Bo metimes 
erysipelas 
begins 
iro und the ear due to the use of 
matches o r to o thpicks in this o r­ 
gan. Wherever erysipelas o ccurs, 
there is usually a histo ry of break­ 
ing of the skin o r rubbing, mak­ 
ing a place in which the strep­ 
to co ccus can enter. 
Fro m 15 to 61 ho urs after the 
o rganism gets into the skin, the 
Inflammatio n 
begins. 
Unco mpli­ 
cated cases of erysipelas will last 
fro m 5 to 10 days. On the legs ery­ 
sipelas lasts abo ut 11 days and 
when it affects the who le bo dy, 
the co nditio n lasts abo ut 15 days. 
Co mplicated cases may go on fo r 
lo ng period.^i of time. 
Usually erysipelas begins with 
a sharply defined area of redness 
either on the check, the no se o r 
the fo rehead o r at so me junctio n 
between the skin and the muco us 
membranes. Mo re than 9 0 per 
cent of all cases o ccur on the face. 
The skin beco mes hot, swo llen and 
glistening. As the redness spread.s, 
the center beco mes pale and less 
swo llen. If the eyelids are attacked, 
they beco me eno rmo usly swo llen 
so that the eyes are shut. Frequent­ 
ly if the co nditio n spreads beyo nd 
the ear, it will reach the hair­ 
line and then stop. 
Because of the general infec­ 
tio n there may be chills and ill­ 
ness with headache, dizziness and 
vo miting. So metimes there is se­ 
vere itching in co nnectio n with the 
swelling of the skin. Occasio nally 
there is so re thro at. The fever may 
go fro m 103 to 105 degrees Fah­ 
renheit. 
Gradually, as the patient im­ 
pro ves, the temperature dro ps, the 
skin beco mes white and then there 
Is peeling of a flaky material. In 
certain instances erysipelas may 
be so severe as to pro duce death.
